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INTRODUCTORY ADDRESS 

TO THE 

HEADS OF FAMILIES 

OF THE 

UNITED CHURCH OF ENGLAND AND IRELAND, 

IN THE DIOCESE OF DOWN AND CONNOR. 



Brethren, 

The character under which I 
address you, namely, that of " Heads of 
Families," is one of great responsibility, as 
well as of honourable distinction. Of the 
duties, which belong to it, not the least im- 
portant is the assembling of your children 
and servants together, and uniting with 
them in daily worship of the Father and 
Master of all. 

To encourage and assist you, with God's 
blessing, in the due discharge of that duty 
is the object of the present publication : the 
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result of a practice, which for many years I 
have followed, of joining with my family in 
a weekly course of morning and evening 
prayer, selected from the Common Prayer 
Book of the Church. That course, re- 
cently revised, and improved, as I hope, for 
the purpose, is now offered to your accept- 
ance. 

Such a " Book of Family Prayer" may 
be judged to be recommended by several 
considerations. 

In substance it has the sanction of the 
Church, which is no trifling matter in the 
minds of those who are deliberately and 
conscientiously her members. 

It is a security for sound doctrine and 
holy rules of living, in both of which re- 
spects Christian principles are liable to in- 
jury from ill-advised forms of worship. 

It impresses those doctrines and rules of 
life upon us, and keeps them continually 
present to the minds of ourselves and of our 
housholds. 

If constructed with an eye to the method 
of the Church in her daily services, as is 
the case in the present instance, it bids fair 
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to comply with the apostolical rule for the 
formation of a liturgy, in the second chap- 
ter of St. Paul's First Epistle to Timothy, 
beautifully as that rule is exemplified in the 
services of the Church* 

It may tend to make us more thoroughly 
acquainted with our Book of Common 
Prayer, to enlarge our views of its excel- 
lence, and strengthen our affection for it ; 
and to habituate our children and servants, 
as well as ourselves, to such a participation 
in its provisions, with the voice as well as 
with the heart, as may enable us all to join 
more readily and more heartily in the pub- 
lick service of the Church. 

It may make us feel that we are more 
completely incorporated with the Church, 
and more entirely members of her commu- 
nion, when we find ourselves in our daily 
domestick devotions indebted to her for our 
forms of worship, and approaching the 
throne of grace with the words which she 
has taught us. 

It may thus act as a fresh bond of union 
with our brethren, fellow-members of the 
Church : it may enable us, when brought

into occasional domestick intercourse with 
distant friends and kinsmen, to unite more 
satisfactorily and devoutly with them in 
their family worship : and, even when per- 
sonally absent, may be a means of maintain- 
ing amongst us a spiritual communion, 
whilst we periodically engage at the same 
seasons in the same form of words. 

With these sentiments the following 
" Book of Family Prayer" is offered to your 
acceptance, in the hope and with the prayer, 
that what has been long of use to myself in 
the discharge of one of my own duties, may 
be of the like use to you in the discharge 
of yours.

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CONCERNING THE FOLLOWING FORMS 

OF PRAYER. 

Of the following Forms of Prayer for the se- 
veral days of the week, those for Sunday Morn- 
ing and Evening have been compiled with a 
special view to the holy character of the Lord's 
Day, and its publick religious offices. 

Those for Monday Morning and Evening are 
taken with selection, but otherwise with little 
change, from the Church's daily " Order of Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer ;" and follow that order 
in the succession of the parts, which have been 
thought best adapted to the present purpose. 

Those for Tuesday Morning and Evening are 
modelled upon those for Monday ; with a selec- 
tion and arrangement of parts, bearing a general 
likeness to the former in substance, but varying in 
their expression. 

. For the Mornings of Wednesday and Friday 
the Litany has been adopted, with the omission, 
for convenience' sake, of one of its divisions in the 
former case, and of another in the latter. For the 
Evenings of those days the plan laid down for 
Tuesdays has been followed. 

The same plan has been generally followed for 
the Mornings of Thursday and Saturday ; but 
it has been less punctually observed for the Even- 
ings of those days, occasion having been then

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taken to put up prayers for various Christian 
graces, and to commemorate more particularly 
the dangers and uncertainty of our condition, and 
our dependance on God for defence and preserva- 
tion. 

The sentences in the Italick character, which 
occur in the course of the several forms with this 
mark If before them, are designed as a guide to 
the Master or other Reader, and to the Family, 
after the manner of the Kubricks in our Common 
Prayer Book. 

The sentences in Italicks, which occur without 
the If, are intended merely as an intimation of the 
principal subject of the ensuing Prayer. 

CONCERNING THE "FIRST COLLECT.'* 

The « First Collect/' or "Collect of the Day,* 
is that which is appointed for the Sunday, and 
serves for the six following days, unless when 
another Holyday occurs : in which case the Col- 
lect of the Holyday is to be substituted. 

The following Holydays are moveable, that is, 
they fall on different days, according to. the time 
of Easter : 

Ash- Wednesday. 
Good-Friday. 
Easter Eve.
